dom. It ſhall ſuffice to our preſent purpoſe to 
obſerve, that, as the miſeries, wherein theſe 
Kingdoms were involvd, were very great, ſo 
they were rendred the more grieyous and inſup- 
portable from the conſideration of the little, or 
no, proſpe& of any probable expedient to re- 
move them. If any tender Buds did at any 
time appear in the Royal Branches, as ſigns of 
an inward life and vigour yet remaining in 
them, which might give men ſome hopes of a 
Reſtoration and Re-eſtabliſhinent of their Anti- 
ent Laws and Government, how ſoon alas! 
were they blaſted and withered by the too wake - 
ful care and indefatigable Diligence of Enemies, 
by the too great Supineneſs of ſome Friends, 
and the Impatience or unskilfulneſs of ore 
In a word, Rebellion feenid now to be at an 
end, and to be ſwallow'd up in a ſettled: and 
peaceful Uſurpation. The old ſtanch Principles 
of Religion and Loyalty began now to be ſor- 
gotten, and to be lookt upon as Maxims out 
of date; and what was before always juſtly. 
eſteem d to be Diſloyalty and Rebellion, was 
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now come in good repute, and was believed to 
have loft all its former Malignity by the ſo- 
veraign vertue of thoſe New Ordinances, by 
which it was eſtabliſh d. Thus were the miſe. 
ries, which were rought upon theſe Nations 
by a Civil War, bound upon them by unjuſt 
Laws. And what Humane Policy, what ſtrength, 
was able to remove ſo great a burden, and ſo 
well confirm d and fettled in its place? Could 
we expect any relief from the open Power and 
force, or from the ſecret Counſels, of Friends 
| at home? But who alas! could recollect the one, 
or conduct and guide the other? Many un- 
A fortunate Attempts of this nature might con- 
vince us, how little they were to be depended 
upon. And yet how ſmall ſoever our hopes 
were at home, they were certainly much leſs 
from abroad. For that, which ſeem'd to be the 
only thing, that could afford a comfortable re- 
flection amidſt the miſeries and diſtractions of 
thoſe times, namely, the great Honour and re- 
putation, which the Engliſn Nation, by the ſuc- 
ceſs and terrour of it's Arms, did maintain with 
Foreign States, could not but be lookt upon as 
no ſmall addition to it's Domeſtick Calamities: 
in as much as it ſer ved to confirm and ſtrengthen 
in the hands of a Tyrant his uſurped Autho- 
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rity; and rendred all hopes of aſſiſtance from 
abroad as vain, as it did the Deſigns and At- 
tempts of the Loyal Party at home unſuccesful | 
and heartleſs. 

Such was then the Condition of theſe un- 
happy Kingdoms: ſo great the Di/eaſe, and ſo 
deſperate the Remedy. To whom therefore 
ſhould we aſcribe our Deliverance, but to God? 
to that God, who alone could command he 
ary bones to live? For what leſs than an Al- 
mighty Pouer, under the kind Influence and 
Direction of Infinite Goodneſs, could reſtore a 
Body ſo miſerably decayed and waſted? Who, 
but the ſame Omnipotent Creator, that at firſt 
made all things, could lay on the ſinenus, bring 
up the fleſh upon it, and cover it with skin, and 
but breath into it, and make it to Hive and flou- 
riſh ? This we muſt confeſs to be the Work of 
that mighty Spirit of God, which, at the Crea- 
tion of the World, moved upon the Face of the 
waters, and brought Order out of Confufion , 
Light out of Darkneſs. For what inferiour Power 
was able to put a ſtop to thoſe Over-flowing Ss of 
 Ungodline/s, to reſtrain the Pride and Fury of 
Anarchy, to ſmooth the face of that Abyſs" of 

wickedneſs, and to reduce the whole conſul

The ſtorm; which had ſo long raged 
upon our Coaſt, and had miſerably torn and ſhat- 
terd, and only notirrecoverably ſunk, the Ship, 
wherein our Religion, our Lives and Liberties 
were Embark d, how miraculouſly did it ceaſe,” 
almoſt in a moment, not only to the amaze- 
ment, but we may ſay likewiſe (ſo extraordi- 
nary. was the Change as well in the Tempers 
and Diſpoſitions of Perſons, as in the Poſture of 
Affairs) even to the Sarigactian bf alf Ff 
And herein we muſt with gratitude 8 
ledge the great Power, and the unparallel d 
Goodneſs and Mercy of God, in that He was 
pleaſed not only to reſtore to us the Bleſſings, 
which many among us did not de/rre , none 
could deferve, and which all might reaſonably 
deſpair : but to give us like wiſe that happy 
frame of Spirit, that Unanimity and Harmony 
in our Deſires, without which the Bleſſin 88 
themſelves muſt have loſt much of their pecu- 
lar Sweetneſs and Excellence, both in the At 
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quiſition and Enjoyment of them. For it was 
that wonderful Alteration in the Hearts of the 
People, that great and ſudden Turn of their A,

Providence, is ſufficiently guarded from all ex- 
ternal force. , and from all Dome/tick troubles 
and diſtractions, which may threaten it's diſſo- 
lution. And fhirdiy, that there is nothing can 
intitle a People to the Divine Favour, which is 
ſo neceſſary to their Happineſs, befides the fin- 
cere Practice of Religion. From whence we may 
infer, that & was the Meritorious Cauſe, which 
moved God, 1n his "_ — to deprive 
thele 
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theſe Nations ofthe Bleflings of as full and flou- 


riſhing a Peace, as they ever did enjoy; and to 
permit them to fall into a moſt cruel and bar- 
barous Rebellion: and that therefore, if we would 


avoid the like miſeries, we muſt avoid: thoſe 
ſius, which will inevitably bring them down

ſures and un- chriſtian Reflections of others; that 
ſpreading, infectious fin of Lying and Evil - 
ſpeaking in many; thoſe bitter Invectives againſt 
the Government, and the ſcandalous /mpunity 
of thoſe that write them; thoſe fierce Conteſts, 
Heats and Animoſities, which run through and 
divide the whole Land: theſe, I ſay, and more 
ſuch like fins I might inſtance in, as ſo many 
plain, undeniable ſymptoms of a fickly and in- 
firm Conſtitution, which do naturally tend to, 
and, if not ſeaſonably reſtrain d, muſt end in, 


the ruine and diſſolution of the Body. And 


therefore ſince by. the Mercy of God we were 
once made whole, and did receive ſuch perfect 
health and vigour, which nothing but our'own 
folly could have weakrned, or can again deſtroy; 
as it ought to haye been our Wiſdom not to have 
14s e committed, 
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committed, ſo let us make it ao our Care, that 
we repeat not any more, theſe ſius, leſt worſe 
things, than we have yet ſuffer d, ſhould come 
uno . 

But that I may draw towards the Conclufion 
of this — — I wiſh I could ſay unneceſſam, 
Subject; and becauſe all theſe fins will be found 
to have one Common Source, from whence they 
fpring, and are daily ſupplyed and nouriſhed: I 
ſhall therefore mention only that one fruitful 
Sin, which if, by the prudent execution of good 
and wholeſome Laws, it were (though not whol- 
ly deſtroyed, yet) weakned and diſcountenan- 
ced, all the reſt, which, as ſo many ftreams, are 
derived from, and depend upon, it, muſt pro- 
portionably fink and fall with it. The fin I 
mean is that perverſe and ſtubborn fin of Sehiſin, 
which not only rends in pieces the Sacred Body 
of Chriſt, and undermines the beſt and the ſtrong- 
eſt fupport of the Proze/tant Intereſt, the Church 

of Erg/and : but raifes many great and dange- 
rous Convulſions in the Body Politick, and car- 
ries in it ſuch fruitful Seeds of Rebellion and 
Faction, as mighbeafily, with a favourable blaſt, 
fet the whole in flames again. It is his, which 
lies at the root of all our miſeries ; which feeds 
n e PO widens the * 
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and daily. multiplies the differences, which are 
among us; It is his, which weakens the hands, 
and cuts the very finews, of all D; ifeiphne in 
the Church, whilſt it opens wide it's Arms 
to receive ſuch as ſhall at any time be caſt out 
of her Communion. It its his, which Rivals our 
B. Lord Himſelf in that great Branch of his Pre- 
rogative, his Power of appointing what Officers, 
and in what manner, he pleaſes over his Flock; 
whilſt it raſhly pretends to conſtitute an upſtart 
Miniſtry, independent of, and in oppoſition to, 
that lau Authority, which Chriſt has ordain- 
ed, and for many Ages preſerv d, and, we truſt, 
will for ever preſer ve, in his Church. 

Does not then this ſin of Schiſm ſtrike at the 
foundation of our preſent Eſtabliſnment? will 
not that, which divides a Nation, in the end 
ſubvert it? or can a divided Kingdom Stand? 
or is not ours divided ? and is not Shun the great 
dividing Principle? The plain and obvious An- 
ſwers to which Queſtions may convince us, that 
we can have but ſmall Hopes of a ſafe and 
long Enjoyment of thoſe Bleſſings, we this Day 
commemorate, unleſs ſo deſtructive a ſin as 


Schiſm meet with a ſpeedy and vigorous Oppo- 


fition. It is but a very precarious, uncertain 
State of Health, which theſe Kingdoms can en- 
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joy, "whilft ſuch ill humours are not charely per- 
mitted to ſpread and inlarge themſelves; with- 

out reſtraint, over the whole Body, butare in- 
duſtriouſly fed and cheriſh'd : Witneſs thoſe Re- 
ceptacles of wickedneſs , the Schiſmatical ille- 
gal Seminaries, wherein the ſeeds of Sedition 
are carefully ſown; which, within theſe few 
years, through the too great warmth and cle- 


mency of an Indulgent Age, have ere forth 
budy. 


And even yet, notwitliſtahding the great en- 
creaſe of ſuch bad Principles, would we not 
deſpair of the continuance of thoſe Bleſſings, we 
do now enjoy both in Church and State, if hee 
were attacked by no other weapons, but what © 
are drawn from thoſe Stores. A faſt friendſhip, b 
peace and Unity within our Walls, would prove, l 
with the gracious Aſſiſtance of Heaven, to ke 
ſuch an happy Agreement would intitle us, a i 
ſufficient ſecurity to our City. But when — Pl 
are thoſe within, who ſeek all opportunities to g 
ſurrender it into the hands of our Enemies, upon e 
their own Terms; when the very Gates are ſet tt 
open, { doubtleſs by no permiſſion of any Toe. M 
rating Act, however it has been abuſed to that c 
purpoſe; )- and men of profeſſed Enmity to our bl 


Eſtabliſhment are ſuffer dto enter in, and Occa- Ki 
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ſionaly to joyn themſelves with the Church, or 
return back to their own Party, as ſhall beſt 
ſer ve and carry on their black Defigns; and when 
the /rue Sous of the Church are paſſionately ex- 
horted to receive and treat theſe Nævolters with 
all imaginable reſpe& and tenderneſs, as their 
truſty Fellow. Citizens, who ought to have an 
equal ſhare in the Bleſſings and Favours of the 
Government with themſelves: nay,when we are 
ſo far from being encouraged to withſtand theſe 
levelling, deſtructive Principles by thoſe, whoſe 
Intereſt it is as well as Duty to do it, that, in 
tayour of the Separation , we are bid ſuſpect 
even our 979, and are called $pon carefully 0 
prove and examine all things over again, as if 
the Foundations of our Government had not 
been laid upon mature and ſober Conſultations, 
and as if we were not yet certain that we are 
poſſeſſed of any thing fit to be held faſt, any 
thing worthy our contending for: when, I ſay, 
this is the Caſe, we may truſt any one to draw 
the Inference; which we may be ſure will be 
very grievous and inſupportable, unleſs the 
Merciful Hand of God be pleas d to interpoſe 
for the defence and ſecurity of that happy Eſta- 
bliſhment , which by his own free undeſerv'd 
Kindneſs He did, this Day, wonderfully *

Maur and our own Experience, joined with a little 
Obſervation and Reflection, will amply confirm it; 1 
for when he tells us, (6) That the Race is not to the ® Ecclef, | 
Swift, nor the Battle to the' Strong, neither yet Bread 
to the Wiſe, nor yet Riches to Men Underſtanding, 
vor yet Favour to "I of Skill ; but Time and Chance 
Gappeneth to them all. It muſt bs grarited, if we look 
no further than ſecond Cauſes, that Perſons under 


theſe diſtin Qualifications, muſt be moſt likely to
